Leichhardt-Annandale: The hy- 
phenated name for this district 
was decided ywoon because it war 
thought that with the home 
ground of the district at either 
Ibrox Park or Leichhardt Oval 
that the name “Leichhardt” 
should be Included, and yet the 
Committee were faeed with the 
fact that many of the best player: 
are residents in Annandale. There 
is also a strong 2nd grade team 
in that suburb besides which, it fs 
u strong Soecer football centre, 

The Committee, however, haé 
some difficulty in deciding just 
what should be the boundary be 
tween Leichhardt and Balmain. It 
was thonght that at present Bal- 
main was a little too strong al the 
expense of Leithhardt-Annandale 
This is because the geographical! 
consideration made it necessary 
for Gladesyille and Ryde to be in- 
cluded in the Balmain boundary.

THE ART OF REFEREDING. 


This subject is a somewhat de- 
licate one, but L shall attempt to 
point out some of (he errors of 
many referees. 

1. Referees should not delay 
the game by running to place the 
ball on the spot where the in- 
fringement oceurred, This allows 
the defence to get into position to 
defend. Linesmen can do the 
placing, when near the position ot 
the infringement, but players 
shonld®be ¢neouraged to place the 
ball themselves and take the free 
kick as quickly as possible. 

T haye adopted this method 
with suecess, and find that it keeps 
the game “going,” and yet the 
infringement has been given, 
which in itself has prevented any 
roughness from creeping in. 

2. The advantage rule should 
be applied, but this rule is most 
dificult. Im a recent match at 
Wentworth Oval, yviz., Granville v 
Auburn, I was somewhat fortun- 
ate to apply this rule, in so much 
that three penalty offences o¢- 
curred, but by shouting “play on,” 
the attackers did so, and scored 
on every Occasion. IL was some- 
what surpriséd to hear some of 
the players remark on each  oc- 
easion that IT should have given 
the penalty kick when the offence 
was committed. The referee has 
to be thoroughly conversant with, 
the rules, and have confidence in 
himself Lo suecessfully apply the 
advantage rule, This in my 
opinion is the most difficult sitwa- 
tion that a referee has to face, 

3. Keeping up with the play. 

A referee bas to be in good 
physical training before he can 
keep up with the play. He very 
soon knows which full backs are 
reliable in their tackling and kick- 
ing powers; there is nothing worse 
to a referee than 9 full Lyek who 
miskicks, as the refere, is ex- 
pecting a return of the yall up 
the field, and he uses h judg 
ment accordingly; but wher a mis:
